Statistics Canada is looking towards mak- 
ing its activities and services more widely 
known and encouraging teachers to use 
statistics as teaching tools. 

Among these educationally oriented 
data services are TELICHART and the 


CANSIM University Base. Both these ser- 
vices are derived from The Canadian 
Socio-Economic Information Management 
System (CANSIM), which is the 
Electronic Data Dissemination Division’s 
information retrieval system and comput- 
erized data base. 

CANSIM primarily contains economic 
and business time series, but increasingly 
includes social and demographic statistics. 

TELICHART is an interactive graph- 
ics package designed to give access to 
these data and display them in a variety 
of ways. TELICHART can provide high 
school students hands-on experience in 
information retrieval and data manipu- 
lation while at the same time helping 
teach them problem-solving techniques. 
TELICHART has been tested successfully 
at Richmond Hill High School in Ontario. 
The school now offers demonstrations of 
the program to other interested educa- 
tional institutions. 

The CANSIM University Base, which 
comprises some 25,000 time series, is pro- 
vided to post-secondary teaching institu- 
tions for the purpose of research and 
teaching. Currently, most Canadian uni- 


versities and several American universities 
subscribe. 

Statistics Canada is also working in 
collaboration with universities to produce 
electronic learning materials. This new 
method of learning will be tested in select- 
ed universities this year. Statistics, 
finance, economics and marketing are the 
subjects under study in the experimental 
phase of this project. Great pains have 
been taken to choose topics that would be 
of particular interest to students. For 
example, in the field of finance, research 
will be centred on the future of sporting 
goods.

International 
Recognition of 
Studies and Degrees 


It has been recently announced by 
External Affairs, the Department of the 
Secretary of State and the Council of 
Ministers of Education, Canada, that 
Canada will soon ratify the Unesco 
Convention on the Recognition of Studies 
and Diplomas. On the same occasion, it 
was also announced that a Commission for 
the International Recognition of Foreign 
Studies and Diplomas will be created and 
will be charged with the application of the 
Convention in Canada. 

The main purpose of this Convention, 
to which most countries of Europe, East 
and West, have already acceded, is to 
facilitate the international sharing of 
educational, scientific and technological 
resources. The countries signatories to 
the Convention exchange information, 
develop better methods and procedures 
for establishing equivalencies of academic 
credentials, and seek to facilitate access to 
establishments of higher education for stu- 
dents and scholars. 

The Commission will collect informa- 
tion on the education systems of other 
countries and make it available to commu- 
nity colleges, universities and professional 
associations in Canada. It will also dissem- 
inate information on Canadian degrees 
and diplomas and promote our higher edu- 
cation system on the international scene. 

The Council and the Department of 
the Secretary of State have agreed to 
jointly finance the operations of the 
Commission. Each will contribute $50,000 
a year for the next three years. Members 
of the Commission will be designated by 
the Provinces, the federal government and 
interested organizations. The CMEC will 
undertake the administration of the 
Commission.

Canada Scholarships 


Over the past 10 years, the proportion of 
young Canadians in the 18-24 age group 
who entered university has increased 
steadily. Canada is surpassed only by the 
United States in this respect. During the 
same period, however, the proportion of 
students enrolled in science and engineer- 
ing faculties has remained constant at 
about 20 percent. 

Canada needs more scientists and 
engineers if it wishes to remain in the first 
rank of nations. The objective of the 
Canada Scholarships Program is to encour- 
age outstanding high school graduates to 
pursue undergraduate studies in natural 
sciences, engineering or related disciplines. 
In Québec, the graduates of the two-year 
programs of cégeps are eligible. 

The program is sponsored by 
Industry, Science and Technology Canada 
and administered by the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada. 
Some 2500 scholarships worth $2,000 
each are available every year. They are 
awarded to outstanding students from all 
the provinces and territories who will be 
entering first-year studies in one of the sci- 
ences or related fields. 

A minimum of 50 percent of all schol- 
arships must be awarded to female 
students in an attempt to interest a greater 
number of young women in preparing for 
a career in sciences or engineering. 

Canada Scholarships may be renewed 
three times for a maximum of four years of 
study and a total award of $8,000.

25th Anniversary of 
the Canada Student 
Loans Program 


The Canada Student Loans Program, 
which is administered by the Department 
of the Secretary of State, has now been in 
existence for 25 years. July 28 marked the 
date in 1964 when the Canada Student 
Loans Act received Royal Assent. Special 
activities will take place throughout the 
year to commemorate the anniversary. 

In 1964, thanks to this program, 
Canadian banks issued loans worth a total 
of $27 million to some 42,000 students. In 
1988, the total value of the loans rose to 
$600 million and 225,000 students were 
benefiting from the program. 

Many important changes have been 
made to the Program over these 25 years. 
Of particular note are the introduction of 
an Interest Relief Plan, Loans for Part- 
Time Students and the forgiveness of 
loans for permanently disabled students. 

The Canada Student Loans Program 
is a program of the federal government, 
but it is administered in collaboration with 
financial institutions and the governments 
of the provinces and territories. It is of 
note that Québec has chosen to opt out of 
the program and receives a compensatory 
payment instead. Recently, the Northwest 
Territories also decided to opt out.

Understanding 
the Economy 


Providing students with the means to bet- 
ter understand the economy. This is the 
objective of the Economic Council of 
Canada in a project presently being under- 
taken in collaboration with the Canadian 
Economic Education Foundation. The 
Foundation is translating into layman’s 
terms a series of technical documents 
originated by the Economic Council, dis- 
cussing the adaptation of Canadian indus- 
tries to changes in the national and world 
economy. These works will be made avail- 
able to secondary and post-secondary 
institutions. 

The Economic Council of Canada 
publishes a newsletter called Au Courant 
which is made available to schools, 
colleges and universities. The Council 
hopes that, as a result, students will be 
kept abreast of current economic 
questions. The last issue, for example, 
discussed free trade, including an analysis 
of the consequences of the Canadian- 
American Agreement and the advantages 
that Canadians might gain from it.

Cultural 

and Scientific 
Collaboration 
Between Canada 
and Algeria 


In 1983, the governments of Canada 

and Algeria concluded a cooperative 
agreement in the areas of science, technol- 
ogy and culture. Currently, three federal 
departments are sponsoring a variety of 
projects that make use of Canadian exper- 
tise and know-how: Agriculture Canada in 
food production, Communications Canada 
in telecommunication technology, and the 
Department of the Secretary of State in 
the development of joint projects in train- 
ing and research. 

This same agreement also enables 
Algerian students to come to Canada to 
study at the graduate level in disciplines 
that are not available to them in their own 
country. Since the signing of the agree- 
ment, some 250 of Algeria’s best students 
have registered in Canadian universities, 
mostly in the pure and applied sciences. 

Last February, a delegation of repre- 
sentatives from Canadian universities trav- 
elled to Algeria to identify new joint 
projects in the general area of research 
and training.

Engineering in 
Canada 


We are becoming more and more 
concerned in Canada about our ability to 
train engineers, scientists and highly qual- 
ified technicians needed by our economy 
to face up to growing international compe- 
tition. There is, however, very little infor- 
mation on our current situation. 

To fill this gap, the federal Depart- 
ment of Industry, Science and Technology 
is currently working on production of a 
fact book on engineering in Canada. This 
work will be useful not only to federal 
departments but also to all those in educa- 
tion and industry who are interested in 
questions related to the training of highly 
qualified personnel. 

The book will contain factual informa- 
tion on several aspects of engineering, 
including, for example, data on age, sex, 
citizenship, types of occupation, level of 
study achieved by those working in the 
field, as well as methods of recruitment 
used by employers. 

The Statistics and Analysis Division of 
the Department, which is responsible for 
the project, is also planning other 
initiatives in this same area, including a 
report on the stock of engineers in the 
labour force and an analysis of the transi- 
tion rate of undergraduates in science and 
engineering to graduate programs.

Distance 
Education and 
“La Francophonie” 


Distance education, thanks to advanced 
communications techniques, gives 
millions of Canadians living outside large 
centres the opportunity to pursue their 
education. This has been one of Canada’s 
most remarkable achievements in recent 
years and one area in which Canadian 
know-how is recognized world-wide. 

Drawing its inspiration from the exist- 
ing Francophone Post-Secondary Distance 
Education Network, the federal govern- 
ment, on the occasion of the First Confer- 
ence of Heads of State and Governments 
of French-speaking Countries (Paris, 
1986), introduced the idea of establishing a 
similar network at the international level. 

The project was officially adopted dur- 
ing the second Francophone Summit 
(Québec, 1987) and was named the 
International Francophone Consortium on 
Distance Education, or CIFFAD from its 
French acronym. Agriculture, energy and 
health are the chosen priority areas for the 
network, but other sectors will be included 
in the future. 


A provisional advisory committee has 
been set up and, at present, two projects 
have been launched. One of them 
involves the training of distance education 
teachers. It will be conducted in conjunc- 
tion with Télé-Université, one of the con- 
stituents of the Université du Québec. 
The objective of the project is to offer, as 
of June 1990, a regular teaching seminar 
on the setting up and operation of a 
distance education program. The seminar 
will give participants an opportunity to 
identify the specific needs that the organi- 
zations they come from have with respect 
to distance education, while at the same 
time allowing them to gain hands-on expe- 
rience with distance education technology. 

The second project will involve the 
establishment of a department for the 
management of health services to respond 
to needs expressed by the countries 
belonging to the Economic Community of 
West Africa. This project will be conducted 
by the African Centre of Management 
Studies in collaboration with Télé-Univer- 
sité and the Department of Administration 
of the Faculty of Medicine at the Univer- 
sité de Montréal.

Within this general 
mandate, the Library furthers the develop- 
ment of various services offered by 
libraries across Canada and works to facili- 
tate access to the Canadian library system 
for everyone.

Scholarships for 
Master’s Level 
Studies in Science 
Policy 


Science policy is having an increasingly 
important impact on economic and social 
development. In Canada, however, there 
are still very few students who pursue 
advanced studies in this field. 

To fill this gap, the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC) and the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) 
recently announced a joint scholarship 
program for studies at the master’s level in 
the area of science policy. 

Six scholarships are to be offered in 
the first competition, each with the same 
value as the SSHRC doctoral fellowship 
(approximately $13,000). Students from 
all disciplines who have completed or who 
expect to complete an undergraduate 
degree will be eligible for the competition. 

The deadline for registration in the 
1989-90 competition is December 1, 1989.

Each year, some 250 young Canadians are 
given the chance to work in another 
province or territory as language monitors 
or as assistants, either to second-language 
teachers or to teachers of French as a 
minority language. 

The participants contribute by teach- 
ing others about their language, culture 
and history while they themselves are 
totally immersed in the culture of the 
other official language group. Aside from 
the once-in-a-lifetime experience that they 
acquire, participants receive formal train- 
ing, a small yearly salary and travel 
expenses. 

The program is financed by the 
Official Languages in Education Direc- 
torate of the Department of the Secretary 
of State and administered by the provinces 
and territories in conjunction with the 
Council of Ministers of Education, Canada. 

This same program also enables 
approximately 1,800 students enrolled in 
universities and colleges outside their 
province of residence to work as part-time 
monitors from September to May. Their 
duties include helping students learn 
French or English as a second language as 
well as giving them a better understanding 
of the culture of that language. 
Participants work from six to eight hours 
per week for an eight-month period and 
receive a Salary of approximately $3,200.

Education in Prisons 


Education is an everyday part of life in 
Canadian penitentiaries. It is actually pos- 
sible for inmates to undertake training 
from the elementary level to the university 
level. 

Inmates are aware that a secondary 
school diploma may open the door to per- 
manent employment or to technical train- 
ing opportunities. More than 1,500 inmates 
are currently enrolled in courses leading 
to a secondary school diploma. The 
courses are given by qualified teachers 
and the certificate obtained at the end of 
study is equivalent to the diplomas given 
by the provinces. 

The Correctional Service of Canada 
also offers inmates the opportunity to 
obtain post-secondary diplomas and 
degrees. Presently, there are more than 
200 inmates taking university courses in 
penitentiaries or in nearby universities 
if they happen to benefit from daily 
conditional release. 

There are also nearly 100 inmates 
working towards diplomas in law, 
commerce and physical education in com- 
munity colleges or cégeps, while some 250 
others receive vocational training within 
the penitentiaries in various trades: hair- 
dressing, metal work, auto body work, 
computer programming, cabinetmaking, 
carpentry, small motors, electronics and 
electricity. 


These diverse programs are offered 
in response to an objective set by the 
Correctional Service to give inmates the 
chance to acquire skills needed to better 
integrate into society at the end of their 
incarceration.

The Canadian Multiculturalism Act, which 
became law in July 1988, commits the fed- 
eral government to promoting the full and 
equal participation of individuals and com- 
munities of all origins in shaping Canadian 
society. It states that the federal govern- 
ment will help them eliminate any barriers 
to that kind of participation. 

The Race Relations and Cross- 
Cultural Understanding Program of 
Multiculturalism and Citizenship Canada 
was established in 1988 to help eliminate 
racial discrimination and to promote cross- 
cultural understanding. 
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Education is a priority within that 
Program. Financial assistance may be 
provided for public education initiatives 
and for projects designed to help Canadian 
institutions, such as schools and universi- 
ties, to better respect, reflect, and respond 
to a culturally and racially diverse society. 

The Program may also assist commu- 
nity groups, groups of professional educa- 
tors and others to undertake activities 
intended to ensure equal educational 
opportunities for all students and to pre- 
pare young Canadians to live and work in 
a multicultural Canadian society and a 
global community. 

The Program also supports applied 
research. For example, grants have been 
given to the University of British Columbia 
to develop a program aimed at educators 
and entitled “When Cultures Meet”, and 
to a researcher at Dalhousie University for 
a study on institutional changes facing 
universities.
